French methods: The French also

The United States Indifferent 
In the meantime, the United States 


seems to have. remained singuarly in- 
different to the possibilities of aerial

An American company sent agents to 
South America just after the close of 
the war, but the results apparently 
were not entirely satisfactory, and the 
attempt at sales promotion was 
abandoned, and the only American air- 
craft now in use in South America are 
a few purchased by individuals on 
their own account @ithout§ any 
energetic encouragement from the 
original manufacturer of the machine, 
and a small number owned by Amer- 
ican mining companies and used for 
transporting supplies and officials more 
rapidly than would be possible by boat 
or by overland routes. The seaplane, 
of course, offers especial advantages 
for travel over a jungle country 
through which a winding river runs, as 
overland transport is often impossible 
in such districts, and the airplane not 
only flies much faster than a boat can 
run on the surface but also travels 
a shorter course, the small bends of 
the streams being cut off by the air 
line. 

There has been no official American 
aircraft mission, or “mission of propa- 
zanda,” as the French call it, the 
nearest approach having been the in- 
clusion of aircraft personnel, to the 
extent of two or three men, in tlie 
naval mission which is now working 
in Brazil. The last American assault 
on the Latin-American market was 
made by the agent in this country for 
the sale of a French airplane. 

At this moment interest seems to be 
turning toward Central rather than 
South America, and a rapid increase of 
aerial activity is indicated there for the 
near future. It is only a couple of 
months since the press announced that 
two members of the United States air

POWERS DELIVER

Sir J. Jordan Alleges That 
Embargo Is Disregarded 
hy Several Nations

LONDON, Nov. 26-—Flagrant viola-

arms into China was alleged by Sir 
John Jordan at the annual dinner 
here recently of the China Associa- 
tion, of which he president.

He was educated at 
Oxford, and in 1430 became Fellow 
of Exeter College, becoming, some} 
twelve or more years later, an origi- 
nal Fellow of Eton College.

His time there 
was brief, since he left in July and 
reached Eaton again in the late 
autumn, after a journey which had 
lasted thirty-nine weeks.

nificant than his own 
declaration on the sub- 
ject at the Guildhall 
banquet is the fact that 
in choosing his ministers he decided to give 
another opportunity to Neville Chamberlain, 
who, as the minister responsible for housing 
in the last Baldwin Government, certainly 
achieved more than his predecessors. 

Rarely has a member of a government as- 
sumed office with a greater scope for construc- 
tive energy.- The task is illimitable. The hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers and their fami- 
lies who are living under almost intolerable 
conditions are weary of discussion, and demand 
dwellings where they can live in comfort and 
decency. In no other field of domestic politics 
will success bring such prestige and honor. 

It is true that Mr. Chamberlain takes office 
at a critical moment. He may give a powerful 
impetus to the forces which are working for 
the solution of the problem or he may produce 
discord which will retard progress. Much de- 
pends on the decisions he is now taking, and 
that is why everyone interested in the hous- 
ing question awdits with intense interest his 
first full declaration of policy. 

Whatever criticism has been directed against 
Mr. Wheatley’s far-reaching scheme has been 
concerned with details and not with essentials. 
Iiveryone agrees that the housing task cannot 
be accomplished unless it is carried out steadily 
and persistently over a number of years, unless 
the fullest possible co-operation between pro- 
ducers of materials, master builders, and the 
operatives is secured, and unless the local au- 
thorities are encouraged by substantial state 
aid to meet the cost. 

The National Housing and Town Planning 
Association, a body of public-spirited experts, 
has declared that the Wheatley scheme should 
be accepted as an established fact, so, far as 
legislation is concerned, and that the new min- 
ister should make it the basis of his activity. 
To attempt to amend it substantially, it is 
urged, would involve. months of further delav 
and provoke controversies which would hinder 
progress still more. 

The national joint committee, representing 
the federated employers and the building trade 
unions, has given much time to the study of 
the problem of labor shortage in the industry. 
To ascertain the extent of the need for skilled 
craftsmen, district joint committees were set 
up throughout the Kingdom, and these are now 
submitting reports showing the number of men 
who will be required in-each district to carry 
out the housing program. 

The-national committee has agreed in main 
outline that it would not be effective or eco- 
nomical to try to augment the ranks of the 
skilled workers by bringing in adults from the 
unemployed in other industries, and that the 
sreatest efficiency can be secured by widening 
the scope of apprenticeship. 

Both parties have also agreed that success in 
this effort cannot be attained unless attractive 
conditions are offered, and the employers have 
therefore accepted a wage scale which would 
give 40 per cent of the adult wage rate of the 
craft in which he is working to a vouth of 1S. 
By these measures, the committee hopes, the 
supply of skilled labor will be augmented as 
rapidly as the housing scheme itself is ex- 
panded during the next few years. 

Because this agreement has been achieved, 
and because of the advanced state of the prepa- 
rations of the local authorities, it is believed that 
Mr. Chamberlain will not propose any drastic 
amendments to the Wheatley scheme, but that 
he will watch its development and administra- 
tion with the object of improving it in detail as 
opportunity occurs. 

Further, it is not believed that he will be in- 
fluenced by the recent somewhat bitter attacks 
by Sir Robert Horne on the building trade 
unions. Students of the housing problem 
realize that in the past there have been mistakes 
and wrong-headed action by employers and gov- 
ernment departments, as well as by the trade 
unions. Sir Robert Horne has ignored some of 
these factors, and, if his speeches reflected the 
attitude and temper of the new Government, 
there would be little hope for the solution of 
this urgent social problem.

lence of crime among 
the youth of Brooklyn, 
recommendations being 
made for religious train- 
ing and more careful parental supervision 
as the best remedies to deal with an admit- 
tedly serious problem in one of New York 
City’s largest boroughs. Fathers and mothers, 
the jurors find, have become so preoccupied with 
business and pleasure and other calls on their 
time that they have deprived their children of 
the loving companionship which is declared to 
be their right. Parents, it is asserted, have 
shirked their responsibilities, and must be re- 
minded at once of their duties. “Others by 
their own defiance of law have taught their 
children defiance of law,” the presentment 
frankly charges. ‘“‘Lawbreaking homes do not 
produce law-abiding children. Lawbreaking 
breeds lawbreaking.” 

An impressive warning is thus issued, it 
would seem, to those parents in particular who, 
flippantly and otherwise, hold up to jest, scorn 
and ridicule, in the presence of their families, 
the Eighteenth Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States, and the Volstead Act, 
which gives it operative expression. Unfortu-

nately there still are to be found some Ameri- 
can fathers and mothers who are too prone 
to make open boast that no law can ever stop 
them. from buying and drinking outlawed alco- 
holic beverages when they want them. Well 
might those same thoughtless parental authori- 
ties prate about their ability to rob, commit 
murder, or otherwise violate the criminal and 
civil laws of the land ad libitum whenever such 
ignoble desires came to them. 

The law is the law in the final analysis, and 
parents, often held up as models worthy of 
emulation by minors, need to exercise due care 
especially in regard to their attitude toward 
the law. And particularly so if. they would 
escape the later responsibility and opprobrium 
which are certain to attach to them in the 
event of infringements and violations of the 
code by those future citizens now intrusted to 
their care, impressionable little children and 
vouths, taught “defiance of the law” in their 
homes. As the Kings County Grand Jury has 
so succinctly stated in its presentment, which 
challenges thoughtful consideration, ‘“Law- 
breaking breeds lawbreaking.”’ 

Veteran observers of politics have long held 
that while the American electorate always ap- 
proved highly of gov- 
ernmental economy in 
profession, it was left 
cold by the contempla- 
tion of economy in prac- 
| tice. The attitude of the 
{| American ovress in its 
J commerts upon Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s recent 
trip to Chicago would seem to bear out this 
opinion. By refusing either a special train or 
a private car he saved some thousands of dol- 
lars, while by eating in the public dining car 
he made, at a stroke, a reputation for simple 
democracy that will persist long after the hay- 
pitching pictures of the late campaign are for- 
gotten. Perhaps, too, if the railroads were 
confronted by the possibility of a President in 
their dining cars at anv time, the effect on the 
service might be beneficial. 

Notwithstanding these advantages accruing 
from Mr. Coolidge’s thrift, the general view of 
it taken by the American press is hostile. It is, 
perhaps, evidence of the growing conviction of 
his sincerity of purpose that none of the com- 
ments, not even those of papers in opposition, 
have ridiculed his action as a mere “grand stand 
play.” But almost universally the opinion is 
expressed that while Calvin Coolidge may prop- 
erly travel as suits him. the President of the 
United States owes it to the dignity of his office 
to maintain the state attaching to it. 

It is argued that not merely the private car 
but the special train is the proper setting for 
presidential journeys. Stress is laid upon the 
fact that special precautions are taken bv rail- 
road companies to insure the safety of special 
trains, and it is argued that nothing contribut- 
ing to the personal safety of a President should 
be left undone. That contention is unanswer- 
able. 

The incident is particularly interesting as an 
index to the Coolidge mentality. It shows him 
to be one of the manv who would like to see life, 
individual as well as official, restored to the sim- 
plicity of the earlier days of the Republic. It is 
a wish which, however widely cherished, is 
impossible of attainment. Time, unhappily, 
will not turn back in its flight, and the changes 
wrought by time can but seldom be reversed. 

When we find the prosperous man of today 
ready to surrender his Rolls-Royee for the car- 
riage and pair of a quarter of a century ago, 
or the ordinary man willing to give up his 
radio for the parlor melodeon of Mr. Coolidge’s 
youth, we spall attach more importance to the 
occasional sighs of regret for the “good old 
days.” It is the unusual, rather than the com- 
monplace, mind which sincerely cherishes this 
regret. Despite the sheers of campaign time, 
President Coolidge constantly gives evidence 
that his mentality is far from commonplace. 

But the mind of the average man rebels at 
the unusual, and the evidence is overwhelming 
that it disapproves of the President traveling 
like an ordinary citizen.

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It is a revolutionary proposal that Frank <A. 
Goodwin, the Massachusetts Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles, makes when 
} he suggests that the

fenses against the auto- 
mobile laws and of 
violations of traffic regu- 
lations should be taken 
out of the courts and left 
to his office, to treat by 
the exercise of the power of license suspension 
which the registrar now possesses. Startling 
as the suggestion appears at first sight, how- 
ever, on further examination it seems so obvious 
that the wonder is that it has not been made 
before. The menace of the reckless driver is 
coming .to attract nation-wide attention, and 
the demand that his activities be curbed is im- 
perative. 

It is difficult, however, if not impossible, to 
secure proper regulation by treating reckless 
driving as a crime, for in nine cases out of ten 
recklessness is unintentional, and the driver 
whom others consider a public danger thor- 
oughly believes himself to be observing all the 
dictates of safety. The exact definition of reck- 
lessness in the management of an automobile 
is a subject on which the most law-abiding of 
citizens may disagree. Under those circum- 
stances, except in the most flagrant instances 
of wild or drunken driving, juries will not con- 
vict and judges will impose only the lightest of 
sentences, which scarcely act as a deterrent to 
those really indifferent to the rights of other 
users of the highway. 

At the present time it is impossible for any 
motorist to avoid breaking the law at times.

rule. The Massachusetts law, to give but a 
single instance, provides that a signal with the 
horn shall be given on approaching every street 
intersection, yet the driver who attempted to 


| obey that order in some parts of the city would 


ness and travel many miles to the scene of the 
offense to appear in a general court session, 
where his case may not*be reached for half a 
day, and where it can receive only the most 
cursory consideration when it is reached. Even 
in New York, where a special traffic court exists, 
the crowding of the wheels of justice has 
reached the dimensions of a scandal, and the 
deliberately reckless, the incompetent, the 
merely careless, and the strictly conscientious 
drivers who have slipped into some technical 
violation all go through the same mill, with but 
a few seconds allotted to each case. 

It is this condition that Mr. Goodwin proposes 
to ameliorate, while, at the same time, making 
it possible to reach real recklessness more 
promptly and more effectively than can now be 
done. His proposal would obviate the necessity 
of treating a man who has parked his car for 
{wenty-five minutes or who has failed to see a 
one-way. street sign as a hardened offender 
against sotiety. It would make a distinction. 
which should be made, in the interests both of 
the motorist and of the public, and it would in- 
sure that high and low, rich and poor, would be 
treated alike, for the loss of a license, even for 
a few days, is a penalty equally felt by all, and 
a State official is far less likelv to be accessible 
to “influence”. than is a local chief of police. 
careful and conscientious though the work of 
the latter is in general. 

It goes without saving, of course, that there 
should he final appeal to the courts, as no one 
man should have despotic power. The basic 
proposal of the change, however, is one which 
may be commended to the most earnest atten- 
tion, not only of the Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, but to that. as well. of every other com- 
monwealth where the work of motor vehicle 
regulation has been thoroughly organized.

standing. Under the distinguished patronace 
of the English-Speaking Union this exhibition, 
displaving the fine flowering of British art from 
the eighteenth century to the present time, 
marks the beginning of an international ex- 
change of art on a new scale and with an added 
meaning. 

If it be true that international loans of a 
financial nature are able to further and con- 
solidate confidence and good will between alien 
peoples, how much more should loans of art 
treasures, things of irreplaceable value and ask- 
ing no.interest other than of the heart, be able 
to stimulate and cement enduring bonds of 
ardent comradeship and affection? Such free 
gifts—for while they may be technically called 
loans, yet in reality they give of their signifi- 
cance and inspiration as freely as flowers 
spread their fragrance and beauty—are indeed 
acts of highest charity and wisdom, are part 
of a policy born of the human need and long- 
ing for lasting unity and international under- 
standing. 

Couched in the terms of a nation’s art, this 
desire becomes truly operative and eloquent. 
The priceless gems of British art that are now 
making their way across the seas—paintings 
ranging from Reynolds and Romney to Orpen 
and John—make a total of nearly fivescore, 
with ten Sargent canvases, never before seen in 
America, thrown in for good measure. Here is 
a gesture of generous ownership that is princely. 
It goes without saying that an equally generous 
answer from American connoisseurs will be 
forthcoming, and if a sequence of loan exhibi- 
tions such as this should follow, the English- 
Speaking Union will have found their castings 
upon the waters returning manifold. 


Editorial Notes 


Few will fail to realize the significance of the 
news story recently given widespread publicity 
in connection with the possible appointment of 
James M. Swift of Fall River, Mass., as United 
States Attorney in Boston, to succeed Robert 
QO. Harris, removed by executive order of Presi- 
dent Coolidge. This item says that the flood 
of protests against the appointment of Mr. 
Swift has considerably lessened the chances 
of his appointment. Telegrams and letters 
have poured in on the White House, it appears, 
drawing attention to Mr. Swift’s connection 
with the Constitutional Liberty League, which 
fought the adoption of the State’s “baby Vol- 
stead law.”’ As a result, it is said, it has been 
virtually decided not to appoint Mr. Swift, but 
to pick some man who will not arouse the re- 
sentment of the drys. None can deny that the 
dry sentiment in the United States constitutes 
a factor with power behind it. 


Apparently even the humble chicken is not 
above patriotic sentiments when afforded the 
opportunity of expressing them. For, accord- 
ing to E. D. Barrow, Minister of Agriculture in 
British Columbia, whereas large quantities ef 
American eggs used to be imported into that 
Province, only six-one-hundredths of 1 per cent 
of the eggs used this year came from the 
“States.”’ Some may recall the story of the lady 
who asked in a store for some black hens’ eggs. 
“TI do not know what are their distinguishing 
features,” said the storekeeper. ‘Oh, I do,’”’ she 
answered, “give me a bag, and I will pick them 
out.”” On completing her selections, the shop- 
man said, “It seems to me that the black hens 
lav all the big eggs.’ ‘“‘They do,” said the lady, 
“that is how I know them.”” Maybe the hens of 
British Columbia cannot lav larger eggs than 
American chickens, but, Mr. Barrow assured the 
provincial Legislature, they have of late years 
enormously increased their production.

Bagdad in Its Modern Garb 


Through the genius of America, in large part, Bagdad 
is in a fair way to become once more the metropolis of 
western Asia. It was Bagdad’s situation at the center 
of all the old caravan routes over the desert that made 
the capital of Islam during the five golden centuries of 
the Abbasid caliphate the richest and most magnificent 
city of the world. ° 

Vasco Da Gama’s discovery of the all-sea route to 
India, and later the Suez Canal, substituted carriage by 
water for carriage by land between Asia and Europe. 
From a city nearly three times as great in population 
a8 Boston, Mass., the seat of the vicars of Allah has 
declined until there remain only 200,000 of its 2,000.009 
inhabitants. But now come Henry Ford and his company 
of American wizards, transforming camels into auto- 
mobiles. 

Again Bagdad'’s caravans radiate over the ancient 
routes: eastward over the old Khurasan Road to Persia, 
westward to Syria and Egypt; up through Mosui to 
Aleppo and the lands of Byzantium, and down to Arabia. 
One may peruse in the Bagdad Times (a daily paper 
published in Arabic, Persian and English) advertisements 
of the weekly departures of these caravans of American 
motor cars 

Bagdad’s only thoroughfare has taken on some of 
the animation of a great terminus. Fo the ancien! 
capital of the Commander of the Faithful now boasts a 
Main Street. Hewn through the intricate, Oriental maze. 
it runs the length of the city, parallel with the Tigris bit 
set back from it a block. Main Street has three big 
motion picture theaters, European shops, and a good- 
sized department store.

The public was left to judge whether the old cartoons 
of Beauvais which had served as working models for the 
most famous of the tapestries of that district, should be 
dispersed or not.

There will be 10,000 more automobiles in the streets 
of Paris inthree months. Such is the dreadful announce- 
ment that is made by the manufacturers of motorears. 
The estimate is based on the number of orders already 
given. The result can only be looked forward to by the 
autborities with dismay. If the streets are at present sv 
bad, what will they be like when this new flood of auto- 
mobiles is let loose? The wild search for solutions of 
this problem continues. Bridges across the boulevards 
at many side-streets are being planned in order that the 
stream of traffic shall not be cut. There is talk of sup- 
pressing all the tramcars which come anywhere near 
the center. There is a new regulation which permits cars 
to stand only on one side of the street, but unfortunately 
that side changes every day and is alternately right and 
left in accordance with the odd and even dates in the 
calendar. Nobody can be relied upon to remember on 
which side he may leave his car on any particular day.

It is extremelv unusual for a politician sitting in the 
Chamber or in the Senate to continue his professione! 
work at the Sorbonne or at the Collége de France. There 
are several professors who were elected in May last who 
have obtained leave of absence for five years. Still more 
unusual is it for a politician occupying a high post to 
continue his Cours at the Sorbonne, but M. Paul Painlevé 
who is President of the Chamber, and who is thus‘ the 
third highest person in the land, has resumed his lec- 
tures on such mornings as he is free.

M. Pain- 
levé is, of course, known as one of the greatest mathema- 
ticians and physical scientists of the day, but it is re- 
markable that he should endeavor to combine his par- 
liamentary work with his professorial duties.

The birthplace of Napoleon at Ajaccio in Corsica has 
been presented to the state—-or rather, Prince Victor 
Napoleon has renounced the pursuit of the case in the 
courts which was started in 1880 by the late Empress 
Eugénie. Prince Victor will receive in exchange, accord- 
ing to the terms of the settlement, some personal property 
of Napoleon I, including the sword he wore when he was 
First Consul. Napoleon was for long looked upon with 
distrust in France-——nothing was done to keep his memory 
alive. It was only two generations after the end at St. 
Helena that the Napoleon cult was revived, and today it 
is as strong as ever, though it has of course no political 
significance.

Apropos of the letters in your issues of Nov 
entitled “America and th European Nations.” it comes to 
me that it is no mere coincidence that vour issue of Nov, 28 
also carries the metaphysical article “Obeying the Vision.” 

This country as a nation was led to the top ofthe 
mount. There were who never believed in the 
Vision at all, that is, who regarded our participation in 
the World War as purely selfish; there were those who 
believed the vision, but fell away and disobeyed the 
vision, lacking the moral stamina to obey; and there were 
still others who believed, and for a time obeyed, but 
whose ipspiration was lost in the cares of this world. 

As a nation, we will never hold to the vision until 
we learn that our business is net merely the pursuit of 
our apparent immediate ends. . The doctrine of 
world service will not be established In the hearts and 
minds of men by acts of participation in world affairs, 
which are not only susceptible of construction as merely 
in our own selfish but which the public is 
actually induced to approve by preaching to them that 
they are of immediate, material benefit to us. 

This country will gain nothing of “moral power,” still 
less of “high ideals,” an attempt to make a profit 
out of the Ten Commandments and the Sermon on the 
Mount. We cannot as a nation, any more than we can 
as individuals, serve God and Mammon at one and the 
same time. Participation in a loan to Germany because 
the necessary funds are readily available, and as bankers 
we find it good business, will not promote Christianity 
at home or abroad. 

The outstanding basic idea of our present foreign 
policy is that we will by no means do anything that could 
injure ourselves, an attitude which we attempt to excuse 
by arguing an incidental benefit to our brothers across 
the water. The table which the Lord prepares before us 
in the presence of our enemies is not a selfish stand. At 
present “1lvv per cent Americanism” seems to fill our cup, 
hut if anything of the oil of gladness ever flows from i, 
it will be only because ever the “wrath of man shalj 
praise God.” L We 
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
